THE COTTON CROP. 


The New Orleans Estimates of the Proapecta. 

NEW ORLEANS, October 8.—The statement of the 
National cotton exchange for September, issued to- 
day, shows the amount of the cotton crop of 1881-2. 
There has appeared in sight at overland points of 
crossing and seaports 459,769 bales, a decrease of 
2.325 bales, compared with last year, The total 
rail shipments overland from 
reached 45,980 bales, against 29,783 bales 
last vear, of which 25,328 bales went 
to northern mills against 12,272 bales lust year. The 
northern spinners took from all sources 69,385 bales 
against 64.000 bales last year. The movement to de 
livery po: ts shows a gain in receipts atthe gulf ports 
of 71,6%) bales, or 35 per cent, while receipts at the 
Atiantie ports have fallen off 9,396 bales, or 29 per 
cent. At New Urleans the gain in receipts for Sep- 
tember was nearly 40 per cent, constituting probably 
the largest September receipts simee the war. 

The Democrat has received special dispatche 
eoncerninvg the condition of the cotton crop from 
all portions of the south, of which the following is 
ah Summary: 

Alabama—No change from last week; picking is 
progressing and cotton coming in fast: in the cen- 
tral portion of the state there will be no top crop, it 
having been eaten upby the worms. Crops are 
better than was anticipated a month ago. 

Arkansas—Cotton picking is nearly completed. In 
consequence of good weather, the yield is better 
than was anticipated two weeks ago. The stapl* is 
the best known for four years, Now that the pick- 
ing isover the shortieess of the crop hus become 
apparent. The best is only thought to be half a one 
and the worst is 50 pounds of lint to the aere, Farm- 
ers are in better spirits than two weeks ago. 

Georgia—The stand of eotton in the Atlanta sec- 
tion is good, the acreage 5 per cent greater than last 
year; the quality of the staple excellent; balf, a 
crop has been guthered, 

Louisiana—No rains have fallen and picking has 
gone on constantly; no dumage has been done by 
caterpillars. Reports from all portions of the state 
are much more flattering than they were a week 
ago. Since the recent rains cotton has taken a new 
rrowth and many bolls are growing and maturing. 
ted Kiverand St Landry report that they wiil raise 
as large a crop as last year.. In Claiborn worms are 
doing some damage. 

Mississippi—The gathering and shipping of éotton 
are considerably ahead of last season. The crop is 
now estimated as half a crop. Shipments are far 
ahead of last season.

Mosi.e, October &.—Following is the Mobile cot- 
ton exchange crop report for September: 

Alabama—40 counties, 61 letters, Character of 
the weather during September has been generally 
favorable for picking and maturity of crop. Some 
few reporting too mueh rain... Averdge damage 
from drouth, worms rust and storms is estimated at 
about 23 percent. Chief damage is from drouth’ 
in sandy lands, plants have fruited only fairly 
well, many reporting the fruiting very uneven and 
much sheddin About five-eighths of the crop 
has been picked, and an average yield per acre is 
estimated at about 440 pounds of seed cot- 
ton. Sin twenty-seven of the most productive 
counties the vield, as compared with last year’s is 
estimated at fifteen per cent less, and in thirteen 
uplend counties twenty-cight per cent less. 

Mississippi— Nineteen counties, twenty-tine let- 
ters. Weather during September has been generally 
favorable for picking and maturity of the crop. The 
uverage da from all causes is estimated at 22 
pereent. The plant has not frnited well, and much 
shedding is reported. About one-half of the crop 
has been picked. The average yield per acre is es- 
timated at about 424 pounds ed cotton. The yield

JOHN BROAD’S WILL, 


A Sensation Brewing Over the Settlement ef an Estate 
For some days past the city has been somewhat 
agitated over the supposed destruction of a will, by 


which an Atlanta gentleman is debarred from quite 
a snug sum of money. 

Some time last May Mr. John Broad, an old and 
well-known citizen of Atlanta, died in this 
city. He was an elderly gentleman, with- 
out any “heirs in Atlanta. His native 
country was England, and only a few persons in 
Atlanta knew anything of his family history. In 
Aulanta there now residexa Mr Fred Cummings who 
is the nephew of a lady related to Mr Broad by 
marriage, and who is now engaged in hunting for 
the lost will. 

Before Mr Broad’s death it was generally under- 
stood that he tad made a will in which Mr Fred 
Cummings was named as the successor to his estate. 
This will was drawn by Mr Thigpen, of 
this county, and was thought to D 
among Mr Broad’s papers. Soon after the gentle- 
man’s death the papers were examined and searched 
for the will, but without being able 
to find it. Then the estate was 
by the ordinary of Fulton county placed 
in the hands of MrJohn L Conley for settlement 
Soon after Mr Conley was made administrator it wa 
ascertained that there were five heirs to the estate 
of a closer degree than Mr Cummings, It 
appears that Mr Broad had a brother and 
sister in Alabama, a sister in Califor- 
nia, and a brother and sister in England 
who claims the estate. When these facts were as- 
certained Mr Conley petitioned the court for an 
order directing him to sell the real estate belonging 
tothe deceased, but his petition was met by Mr 
Cummings, who claimed that there is in existenee 
a will which makes him the owner of certain real 
estate belonging to Mr Broad’s heirs, 

Mr Thigpen, who drew the will is acquainted 
with its contents and through him the nature 
thereof was ascertained. The idea that Mr Broad 
did not destroy the will, as some 
arrest is disbelieved by Mr Cummings, who has 
received an anonymous note saying that for $500 
the will of the late John Broad will be produced if 
no questions are asked. In response ro this letter 
Mr Cummings has published a gcard in THe CONSTI- 
TUTION indicating his willingness to accept the 
terms, and until this transaction has2a conclusion 
the winding np of the estate will be postponed.

COW ORDINANCE. 


ATLANTA, GA., October 8, 1551. 


The Supreme Court having refused to sustain the 
injunction against the following Ordinance to-wit: 
The Mayor and General Council of the City of At- 

lanta do ordain— 

Section 1. That from and after the lth day of 
June, 1881, no cattle of any kind shall be allowed 
to run at large in the streets of the city of Atlanta. 

Any owner who shall permit any cattle 
to run at large in the streets of this city shall be ar- 
rested by any officer or member of the — force, 
and on conviction.of a Violation of this ordinance 
before the Recorder's Court shall be fined in a sum 
not exceeding one hundred dollars or be imprisoned 
not to exceed thirty days, either or both, in disere- 
tion of the court.

in contliet with the above are hereby repealed.
